legislation devised. I earnestly recommend 
that congress provide for lelmbnrslng the 
expense incurred

commissioners

glad If some remunerative recognition of theli 
public spirited action In accepting the onerous 
and responsible duties imposed upon them 
were to suggest Itself to congress.

ward in an oblong tquaro, the (rant and rear 
being longer than tfae sides owing hy^lffer 
ence In the strength of the regiments. The 
Gordon hlgblanders formed the advance with 
two artillery gun's and one Gardiner In the 
right corner and two Gardinera and one Gat- 
ling in the left corner. The 88th regiment 
foiuiod the right hand of the square and the 
Black Watch regiment the rear.

As was announced hr our 
iluuius yesterday Chief Justice Hosk and 
lie oilier judges assenting decided that house 
bill No 61, passed at the last session of the 
eglslatnre, was unconstitutional. The fell! 
affects all cities of the second-class, of which 
Colorado Springs is one, making tbe teruii ot 
he officers two years, instead of one, as fu.oier-' 
y. Tbe bill also changes the time of holding 
he election 


Tbe objections to the bill Were primarily 


bat It was unconstitutional, having boon 
passed by tbe house in defiance of precedents ^ 
The title of the bill was "an act to amend see 
Ion 78 of chapter 'C' of the statute*," but 
here was no amendment whatever to section 
8. This fact alone vitiated the act, booiase 
he constitution, requires that the pm^Me ot 
all legislative enactments shall be tally set 
orth In the title. There were other Irregtt 
aritles In the bill, which are fully set forth 
n the decision 


The result of this i-ne affects seriously all 


he cities ot the second class In the state All 
officers elected under the provisions of this 
act are holding their offices illegally.

Thl 
act attempt) to -change the mayor's term o 
office from one to two ytais, and makes th 
offices of city clerk, city attorney and city 
marshal elective, Instead of. appointive. I 
also assumes to legislate concerning the poir 
era, duties, compensation, and term of office 
of all the foregoing officers.

all of said mattes, section 78 Is silent, save 
only^to certain powers of the mayor, ant 
tho<eare not changed by the amendment.

and provisions made concerning them In other
